“The speeches of Bismarck and 
Von Moltke make the situation 
look, if possible, darker than ever. 
Von Moltke’s assurance that Ger- 
many’s desire is for peace, is doubt- 
less sincere. Bismarck’s possibly 
is so, but the strongest measures 
taken in an endeavor to maintain 
peace, only shows how precarious 
is its continuance.”’ 

The J7imes thinks it probable that 
Bismarck will be defeated, and 
says, “‘his statement is discourag- 
ing, both to those who looked to 
Germany as a minister of peace on 
the basis uf a treaty to rights, and 
to those who hoped to see Europe 
gradually relieved of the grevious 
burden of enormous armies and in- 
creasing taxation. He sees the 
threatened storm and is determined 
to provide for the safety of his own 
country.” 

The Daily News, referring to 
Bismarck’s speech in the Reich- 
stag, says it will have a bad effect 
upon the peace of Europe, and that 
it tends to confirm the fears that 
Germany mediates an attack upon 
Frauce. 

The Daily Telegraph, thinks the 
speech will chill to the freezing 
point, the martial ardor of the 
Revanche party in France, and that 
the utterances of Vou Moltke and 
the Chancellor will bave a good 
efféct towards preserving peace. 

A Berlin dispatch says Prince 
Bismarck became passionate when 
referring to France, and was anpar- 
ently indifferently indifferent as to 
what impression his words were 
likely to make. There was a 
marked difference in his references 
to Russia; every word be uttered 
showed his anxiety not to offend 
Russia or make her suspicious. 
During his speecb, Prince Bis- 
marck drank nine glasses of cold 
brandy and water. While the debate 
was going on, the galleries in the 
Riechstag were crammed and the 
streets adjacent to the house were 
thronged with people.

An Adverse Report;on the Pleu- 
ro-Pneumonia Bill. 


WAR IN EUROPE FEARED 


he Bulgarian Question Still Un- 
settled.

An Adverse Report. 
WASHINGTON, January 12. 

The discussion ofthe Pleuro Pneu- 
monia bill continues. Severil con- 
gressmen are opposing the bill. One 
report says: Weare firm in the con- 
viction that this disease termed pleuro- 
pneumonia, is blood poisoning, origi- 
nating among cattle in stables and 
stock yards, and we agree with the 
opinion of ex-Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, Loring, that it can be checked 
by quarantining in open, well pro- 
tected fields, and that until stringent 
laws are enforced to protect cattle in 
stables and stock yards, and in their 
transportation, and for providing them 
with proper food and water, the dis- 
ease cannot be extirpated, and the pub- 
lic protected from diseased meats and 
poisonous milk of infected cows. We 
are of the opinion that the disease is 
not increasing but rather diminishing, 
as in New York and Brooklyn, where 
stringent sanitary laws are enforced. 
Believing that the theory of innocula- 
tion has failed to produce the desired 
results, and that slaughtering as a 
means to extirpate, is cowardly and 
unwise, we are opposed to the ap- 
propriation asked by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Anima! Industry, to be ex- 
pended as he recommends in his re- 
port. 
Congressional Proceedings. 

WASHINGTON, January 12.

Murder and Suicide. 

PiITTsB "RG, January 12. 
Reynoldsville, a mining town about 
ten miles from here on the low grade 
of the Alleghany valley road, was the 
scene of a terrible double tragedy yes- 
terday afternoon’ Robert M. Taylor, 
a prominent resident of that town, shot 
his wife through the head and as she 
fell, placed the pistol to bis right tem- 
ple and sent a bulletcrashing through 
his own brain. Taylor died instantly, 
but his wife is still living. The 
causes which led to the deed can only 
be conjectured, but 1t is supposed that 
Taylor was deranged. 


FOREICN DISPATCHES 


Speech by the German Chancellor. 
BERLIN, January 12. 

In a debate in the Reichstag yester- 
day, Priuce Bismark said: “What is 
Bulgaria tous? Itisall the same to 
us whoever governs there. The 
friendship of Rassia is surely more 
important to us than that of Bulgaria. 
We have not allowed ourselves to be 
induced by anyone to make an ensmy 
of Russia, for the sake of Bulgaria. 
To maintain good relations among the 
Powers, is more difficult than you 
think; we cannot allow our efforts to 
be nullified by journalistic or Parlia- 
mentary attacks, Our relations with 
France continue. good; to maintain 
them is difficult because a long bistor- 
ical process must be accomplished be- 
fore the feelings of the past are ap- 
peased and the differences reconciled. 
We have done everything to induce 
the French to forg t and forgive; we 
have no present ground to appre- 
hend war with France, teither have 
we any reason to fear it if it 
should happen. There “can be no 
question about our attacking France, 
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cot count upon peace with France as 
permanent. A Government may one 
day come into power at Paris which 
will make war upon us. This you 
must take into account, if wedo not 
prepare, if you say to-~iay when war 
comes we shall graot everything, we 
should be laughed at. Is there in 
France a single paper, or a single pub- 
lic person but who says we should 
renounce our rights to Alsace Lor- 
raine? The possibility of French ag- 
gression is therefore a sufficient mo- 
tive for the bill. France is a strong 
and wellarmed power; her army is 
brave and ready to fight; we must 
never sitidle with our handsin our 
laps, howevtr peaceful France may 
look for the moment. Suppose the 
| French proved victorious, what would 
we have to expect? Weshould have 
the same French against us from 
whom we have suffered from 
1780 to 18138, and we sbould again 
be paralyzed for thirty years. 


However, [ am only discussing the 
possibilities that might arise in the 


event of our defeat. The peace of 1870 
is merely child’s play in comparison 
with what peace would be after a war 
in 1890. He who wishes to take the 
responsibility for this, let him. The 
Federal Government will not take 
that responsibility and they therefore 
submit this bill; they wish to have 
permanently, sufficient trained sol- 
diers in the Empire. We have chosen 
the seven-year term, because this was 
the period of the previous compro- 
inisé, and our constitational life de- 
pends upon that compromise, The 
Federal council did all they could in 
consenting to the Septennial period. 
They had only the interests 
and security of the Ewpire 
and the well being of the fatherland in 
view. Do you believethatif you re- 
fuse to adopt the term proposed in the 
bill that the Federal Council will de- 
viate from their original proposal? — If 
a similar demand were made in 
France, do you think there is any pos- 
sibility of its being refused? (Cheers,) 
No ground exists for placing difficulties 
in the way of the Federal Government 
in regard to the period of the duration 
ofthe bill especially in view of the 
fact that we have kept strictly to the 
text and spirit of the constitution. 


Understand now that we resolutely 
adhere to our demand for the Septen- 
nial; we cannot give way even a hair’s 
breadth.’”’ (Applause from the right.)

We recommend that the opera- 
tions in the boot and shoe factory 
Le continued, even if no pecuniary 
results accrue to the State,from the 
fact that just at present there is no 
demand for building material from 
the quarry, and in our opinion it is 
imperative, in order to secure the 
best submission to law and order 
that the prisoners be given steady 
employment.

‘THE FINEST HOUSE IN THE 
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Forty Coloniats Nettle a Teown- 
Meow They Werked, 


An addition to the zoological col- 
lection at the arsenal in Central Park 
has just been completed in the rear 
of the arsenal, near the bear pit that 
is being cut out of the rock, and is 
attracting much attention. The new 
feature is a little strip of land thirty 
feet long and nearly half as wide, 
inclosed with an iron railing radiant 
with a new coat of green paint. At 
first the visitor may see nothing in 
the inclosure but the bare yellow 
earth, thrown into rough little 
mounds in several places. If he 
lingers a moment several lumps of 
what appeared the soil will spring 
into life, and presently a whole col- 
ony of prairie dogs will issue out from 
their underground dwellings and 
frolicaround. Atany unusual sound 
they whisk into their holes in an in- 
‘stant and are out of sight. The site 
of the Prairie Dog Town was of late 
completed. It was prepared by 
digging a basin, the sides and bottom 
of which were lined wi h concrete, 
and the whole then filled up with 
fifteen feet of earth. When the soil 
had settled, it was ready for the col- 
ony to enter into possession, and the 
pee railing prevented the colonists 

rom straying outside of town limits. 

There are forty of the dogs owned by 
the park authorities. They were ob- 
tained from Nebraska last spring, 
and have been kept in a cage in one 
of the buildings until Dr. Conklin, 
Superintendent of the Menagerie, 
could prepare better quarters for 
them. ; 

Dr. Conklin told the Park Com- 
missioners that the best way to care 
for the animals was to make for 
them a home as nearly like their 
own as possible, and that it could be 
done at small expense. When the 
dogs were turned into the inclosure 
they frisked about the space a few 
moments in evident surprise. Then 
they gathered in a knot for consulta- 
tion, in which one fat old patriarch 
seemed to assume the leadership. 
They grasped the situation, and de- 
termined to make the best of it. 
The old dog, followed by six other 
stout dogs, selected a central spot in 
the inclosure, and began to dig with 
his forepaws, until in a minute or 
two his head was out of sight. He 
then stepped aside and gravely sat 
on his haunches, while another dog 
began digging in the hole thus 
started. he remaining five dogs 
stood in a row behind the one that 
was digging while the unoccupied 
dogs kept together a short distance 
away. As the dirt was thrown up 
from the hole the dog that was next 
to the one digging gathered it in his 
paws and threw it back further to 
those behind. In a short time the 
first dog was out of sight. He then 
stopped and took his position last in 
the row, and the next one began dig- 
ging. The foreman continued to 
watch the operations quietly or to 
inspect the progress of the work at 
short intervals. It did not take long 
before the whole six were down into 
the ground. Then the workmen 
were reinforced by another detach- 
ment, until finally the forty dogs 
had disappeared, with the exception 
of the old one, who stood outside. 
Presently there was a movement of 
the earth at a distance of fifteen feet. 
A dog's head appeared, and the sub- 
terranean workmen all filed out of 
the gallery which they had made. 

The dogs seemed highly pleased 
with the result of their work, and 
after the foreman of the work had 
inspected the tunnel several times the 
colony then divided into groups, each 
group selecting a spot and going to 
work to burrow on its own account. 
Five of them, with the old dog, con- 
tinued to work at the first burrow. 
During the afternoon each of the 
groups made its own home under- 
ground, and thev ali went to rest in 
these holes at night. One day 
they were busy rounding out their 
halls and carrying in large quantities 
of grass, which was given them to 
line the passages. Crowds of visit- 
ors watch the busy workers. The 
snimals are smaller than the wood- 
chuck. They live socially os eage-l 
and never appear to quarrel. Oc- 
casionally they utter a sharp, low 
yelp. It is said that on the prairies 
owls and rattlesnakes often make 
quarters in their burrows. 

‘* They are intelligent, interegting 
little creatures, and quite harmless,’ 
said Dr. Conklin. “That old gray 
fellow seems to be a kind of leader 
among them. The first hole that 
they dug, in which he lives, is 
the largest, and seems to be a sort 
of city hall, where they all assem- 
ble at times. The holes probably go 
down about fifteen feet, where they 
are weno by the concrete. The 
dogs will live out here comfortably 
all winter. Their holes will be snug 
and warm, and they are _ not 
troubled with malaria.”—{New York 
Tribune.
